Hoodlum Sam Giancana has adopted a neif 
[ifft style and a new roierin crime syndicate 
affairs, a federal investigation of the self-e>v 
ileci mobster has disclosed. 

Giancana, at the age of 62, has gone mod. 

The underworld dandy now favors flared 
trousers, sweater shirts, high-heeled boots. 
He also sports a beard and mustache, salt- 
and-pepper colored, and occasionally wears a 
matching toupee. 

But while investigators have duly noted the 
'oppish splendor of Giancana's wardrobe, 
they are more interested in his new assign¬ 
ment — that of ambassador-at-large for the 
crime syndicate. ^ 

Giancana, whose home base is a posh 
apartment in a Mexico City high-rise, has 
been spotted in several other countries tin 
trijis that investigators believe are aimed at 
seeking business opportunities in legalized 
gambling for the crime syndicate. 

Giancana's journeys have taken him to sev¬ 
eral South American countries. 

He also paid a recent visit to Tehran, Iran, 
where investigators say he conferred with a 
former Chicago-Las Vegas gambler who was 
operating the Ab Ali Casino. 

Giancana was operating head of the crime 
syndicate in Chicago when he left here in 1966 
to escape the heat generated by a Federal 
Bureau of Investigation surveillance. 

^Earlier, he had served a year in Cqpk 
Cpunty Jail bn a contempt citation for failing 
td answer questions before a federal grand 
jifry. Giancana's jailing was the result of tjhe 
strategy 'of organized-crime experts in the 
FBI to remove him as mob chief and from 
the scene. 

After reaching Mexico, Giancana pur¬ 
chased a hacienda in Cuernavaca. The estate, 
called Rancho Teteia and worth a reported 
$10)0,000, was sold last year and Giancana 
then moved into the Mexico City;_penthouse;

RICHARD SCALZITTI CAIN reportedly became a member of 
organized crime in Chicago in 1950*s. His sponsor was 
SAM GIANCANA who was 'boss" of organized crime in 
Chicago from 1957 until 1966. CAIN has been closely 
associated with GIANCANA since that time. Shortly after 
becoming member of organized crime, GIANCANA assigned 
CAIN to infiltrate law enforcement in Chicago area and 
to rise as high in Police circles as he could. CAIN 
joined the Chicago Police Department as a patrolman in 
late 50's and shortly thereafter assumed role of 'tarrying 
bag” making monthly payoffs for GIANCANA to all Police 
Officers, accepting graft from organized crime. When 
RICHARD B. OGILVIE was elected Sheriff of Cook County 
in early 60 *s, CAIN left Chicago Police Department and be¬ 
came Chief Inve stigator for Cook Countv Sheriff's Off ice.

Served 3 years Federal 
Penitentiary in Texarkana, Texas, and returned to Chicago 
area on parole in fall of 1971. Remained in Chicago until

CG T-l advised that CAIN joined organized crime in 
Chicago in the 1950's. His sponsor at that time was SAM GIANCANA 
who from 1957 through 1966 was the top Boss of organized crime in 
Chicago. CAIN has reported to GIANCANA ever since being a member 
of organized crime. When CAIN joined organized crime, GIANCANA 
apparently recognized that he had an IQ of 145 and that he spoke 
five languages fluently and was a cut above the ordinary member 
of organized crime. As a result, GIANCANA assigned him to .in¬ 
filtrate law enforcement and to rise as high in Police circles as 
he could, all the time being an undercover member of organized 
crime. 


Pursuant to this assignment, CAIN joined the Chicago 
Police Department in the late 1950’s. Upon his graduation from 
the Police Academy CAIN was immediately assigned to a Vice Unit 
and was assigned by GIANCANA to "carry the bag" by making regular 
monthly payoffs to all members of the Chicago Police Department 
who received graft from GIANCANA. CAIN remained with the Chicago 
Police Department doing Police work whenever it did not interfere 
with "carrying the bag" until he took a leave of absence to assist 
RICHARD B. OGILVIE, who was then a Special Assistant to the Attorney 
General of the United States and who was prosecuting TONY ACCARDO 
for income tax evasion. When OGILVIE later, in the early 60 ’s, 
successfully campaigned for Cook County Sheriff, CAIN permanently 
left the Chicago Police Department and became Chief Investigator 
for OGILVIE. 
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ACCARDO also being the former 
Boss of organized crime in Chicago. At all times during his 20 
years or so in law enforcement, CAIN reported regularly to 
GIANCANA. 

In 1966 when GIANCANA left the United States to 
voluntarily exile himself nnon his retipn^o from inil- it ma - 
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CG T-l advised that in the meantime he was being prose¬ 
cuted and subsequently was convicted of conspiracy to rob the 
Franklin Park Bank in Franklin Park, Illinois. The robbery took 
place in 1963 and CAIN was convicted in 1969 of having given lie 
detector tests to members of the robbery gang on behalf of WILLIE 
DADDANO, anothez' upper echelon leader of organized crime in Chicago, 
who suspected that one of the members of the gang was an informant 
for the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI). CAIN was sentenced 
to the Federal Penitentiary and served three years in Texarkana, 
Texas, Federal Penitentiary. He returned to the Chicago area on 
parole in the fall of 1971, and thereafter remained in the Chicago 
area until May 1, 1972.
